Moonshiners on Way to Frankfort. 

Deputy U. 8. Marshal W. M.j 
Mays, the most noted foe >fjthe 
moonshiners in Eastern Kentucky, 
arrived here Sunday afternoon 
from Jackson with a gang of 12 
“shiners” to take them to Frank¬ 
fort, where they will be tried in 
the Federal court which convened 
at the capital today. Marshal 
Mays has been capturing menu- 
shiners for six years, and he has 
bis first man vet to put under lock 
and key while ou the way to court, 
und there has never been one of 
his prisoners to attempt to escape 
from him. When he nrrived here 
with his men ho remarked to them: 

"Well, boys, this is probably the 
lost night that muuy of you will 
have an opportunity to have some 
fun for some time," and giving 
each man some money told him to 
get gut and have some fun, but to 
report at the hotel ut 11 o'clock 
last night. They were all in on 
time, and they were taken to 
Frankfort today. 

“There’s no use for them to run 
from me,” said Marshal Mays, 
for they know that I will get them 
aud there is not a man in the 
bunch that wouldn't fight for me. 
If you don’t think they will just 
tackle me once when I am taking 
them to Frankfort. They haven’t 
any guus and the lid is on here, so 
why should they be locked up in 
jail." 

Among the prisoners are Mack 
Bowling, Elihu Reynolds, P. Bar¬ 
rett, John 8audlin, Bug Sandlin, 
Elijah Couch. Elijah Saudlin, 
Wm. Morris, Eli Couch aud a 
number of others. All of them are 
charged either with moonshining 
or bootlegging. Several of the men 
were captured last week by Mar¬ 
shal Mays in his raids on the 
mountain stills in Owsley aud 
counties. — Lexington

Very large Capilal Withdrawn From | 
Kentucky. 


Th« Cat* of the W*l*h Estate In Lex- 
Ington Point* Out a Danger¬ 
ous Result of Our Tax 
System. 


The manner In which the tax eye- 
tern of Kentucky may aerloualy affect 
lie business interests was recently 
given a vary striking demonstration 
in Lexington. The estal* of Mrs. 
Clara Bell Walsh, amouatlng to about 
9760.000. bad been for many years 
manag'd by the Security Treat com 
pany of Lealngton, as trustee A pc 
til ton was Bled recently la tha Pay¬ 
ette circuit court, asking the oourt 
to terminate the misteeehip, eo that 
Mis Walsh might put her properly In 
the hands of a .rest oompsny In 8i 
Louts The Security Treat company, 
which had been acting aa trustee, did 
not oppose this suit. It bsing distinct 
ly stated In the petition of Mrs Walsh 
that the services of the trust company 
bad been In every way satisfactory, 
but that the taxes Imposed upon her 
property were too burdensome 

The peculiar feature of the case lies 
In (he fact that Mrs. Walsh, herself, 
resides In 8t. Louis and. therefore, 
claims that her personal property 
should not be taxed at Lexington In 
the hands of her trustee. The court 
of appeals having held otherwise, and 
Mrs Walsh, not feeling Justified In 
paying a lax rate of 1170 on tho 
stocks, bonds and other Investments 
In the hands of the Kentucky trustee, 
since she could not derive any possl 
ble good from the paymsnt of this 
tax, decided to remove the property 
to the state of her residence 

A considerable part of the estate 
was Invested In local securities—th* 
bonds of local corporal Ions and res) 
estate mortgages This will mean 
(bat the money will gradually be with¬ 
drawn from Investment In these local 
sccurltloa and reinvested by the 3t 
Louis trustee In other securities, thus 
constituting a loss of that much 
money to eaterprltc* In and around 
Lexington and Fayette county. I* 
mean* Just thnt much greater scarcity 
of needt-d capital 

The Lexington Herald has been. 
»itl» great energy and skill, showing 
the result of this sort of taxation on 
tin business Interest* of the stale. It 
points out. among other things, the In- 
consistency in the decisions of our 
courts, which hold that a man who 
lives in one Kentucky county and has I 
Intangible prusonal property, such ns 
stocks. bonds, or money, in the band* | 
of u troalee la another county of Ken- 
lucky, ntuai pay the tax In the county 
of hh residence and not lu the county 
where the trustee resides; hut If tho 
owoor of the property moves entirely 
out of the state, then he roust pay a 
tax In the county where the t-ustee 
resides, as well aB pay the tax In the 
stale where he takes up his new resi¬ 
dence. thus constituting double tax¬ 
ation. 

Consumed With Taxation. 

In her petition asking for the 
change In truateeshlp Mrs. Walsh 
says: ‘ Plaintiff* desire. It aald Clara 
Bell Walsh be not entitled to a 
discharge of the trustee, that 
there be a change In the per¬ 
son of said trustee, and If It can 
be done that the funds and property 
In trust be transferred to a trustee 
duly qualified under and resident In 
the stale of Missouri, where they 
have their home. Plaintiff* elate that 
the reasons why a change of truale* 
Is desired do not In any manner relate 
to the conduct or BdeUty of said trus¬ 
tee, but are on account fit th* heavy 
burdens of taxation Imposed on said 
estate by reason of the residence of 
the trustee In a state and city differ 
ent from the home of the beneficiary '• 

Court of Appeals Decision. 

The Herald adds tbs following fact 
aa to the case. "Under this decision of 
the court, Mrs Walsba personal prop¬ 
erty in the bands of the Security 
Trust company would be liable for 
city, state and county taxea here; and 
realising that she. a non-resident of 
the state, could derlva no poaalble 
benefit from taxes paid to tha city on 
her personal property. Mr*. Walsh 
■akea thla means of getting possession 
of her property. The removal of 
the estate (o another state Is a power¬ 
ful argument against the wisdom of 
the system of taxation In force In 
Kentucky; for though the Invest¬ 
ments made by the trustee In local 
securities are so safe and highly rs- 
garded aa to be retained, yet when a 
reinvestment le made It la likely that 
a large portion of th# fund* will be 
loveated elsewhere, thus depriving 
Ibis community and state of so touch 
badly needed capital for Ita progress 
*nd development.
